Description. 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  au- 
thority be  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted 
to  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany, its  successors  or  assigns,  to  construct, 
erect  and  maintain  at  its  own  cost  an  exten- 
sion of  its  present  storage  warehouse  sit- 
uated on  the  northeast  corner  of  South  Eu- 
taw and  Barre  streets,  with  a  width  of  fifty- 
one  feet  and  with  a  height  equal  to  its  pres- 
ent storage  warehouse,  southwardly  across 
Barre  street  to  connect  with  its  storage 
warehouse  on  the  southeast  corner  of  South 
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Eutaw  and  Barre  streets,  the  said  extension 
across  Barre  street  shall  be  constructed 
above  the  bed  of  Barre  street  and  there  shall 
be  a  clearance  of  at  least  fourteen  feet  from 
the  bed  of  the  street  to  the  building  as  it  is 
constructed  across  the  street ;  the  said 
building  may  be  supported  bv  eight  columns, 
four  of  Avhich  shall  be  placed  along  the  curb 
line  of  the  north  side  of  Barre  street  and 
four  along  the  curb  line  of  the  south  side 
of  Barre  street,  the  said  curb  lines  being 
twelve  feet  from  the  building  lines  of  said 
street ;  the  extension  of  said  storage  ware- 
house across  Barre  street  to  be  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Inspector  of  Buildings, 
and  the  construction  and  maintenance  of 
the  said  columns  in  the  bed  of  Barre  street 
to  be  under  the  supervision  and  control  of 
the  City  Engineer;  the  construction  of  the 
said  extension  over  the  bed  of  Barre  street 
and  the  location  of  said  columns  in  the  bed 
of  Barre  street  being  shown  on  a  plat  which 
is  tiled  in  the  office  of  the  City  Engineer. 


Si:c.  2.  And  he  it  ordained.  That 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
shall  at  all  times  have  and  maintain  the 
power  and  right  to  reasonably  regulate,  in 
the  public  interest,  the  exercise  of  the  right 
herein  granted,  and  that  the  said  right  shall 
be  exercised  and  enjoyed  six  months  after 
the  grant,  and  that  the  right  herein  granted 
shall  be  held,  exercised  and  enjoyed  for  a 
period  of  twenty-five  years,  with  the  right, 
at  the  option  of  the  city,  to  the  said  Balti- 
more and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  its  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  at  a  fair  revaluation,  in- 
cluding in  such  revaluation  the  value  de- 
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rived  from  the  said  franchise  or  right,  to  re- 
newals not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  twen- 
ty-five years ;  that  the  the  right  at  all  times 
is  expressly  reserved  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  to  exercise,  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  public,  full  municipal  superin- 
tendence, regulation  and  control  in  respect 
to  all  matters  connected  with  said  grant. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained.  That 
in  the  event  of  the  failure  of  the  said  Balti- 
more and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  its  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  to  maintain  the  said 
structure  over  the  bed  of  Barre  street  and 
the  columns  supporting  the  same  in  good 
condition  throughout  the  term  of  this  grant, 
or  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  this  ordi- 
nance, the  same  shall  be  revocable  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore.

Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Ordi- 
nance No.  74,  approved  May  10,  1904,  en- 
titled "An  ordinance  regulating  and  con- 
trolling elevators,"  and  which  ordinance 
was  made  Section  43  of  Article  7,  City  Code, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed  and  re- 
enacted  to  read  as  follows: 


Permit. 


Section  43.  Permit  and  Certificate.  It 
shall  be  unlawful  to  commence  the  installa- 
tion of  any  elevator  or  hoist  in  or  about  any 
building  without  first  obtaining  a  permit 
for  the  construction  of  same  from  the  In- 
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spector  of  Hiiildinus,  which  ]K'niiit  is  to  bo 
retiiriicd  to  the  Insjuttor  as  notice*  of  com- 
pletion. Diirinjr  the  construction,  the  ele- 
vator or  lioist  to  be  subject  to  i!is])ection  on 
the  part  of  the  Inspector  of  Buihlinns,  or  his
